Ballast  is  one  thing  that  every  seagoing 
vessel  must  have.  Sometimes  goods  on 
which  freight  is  paid  will 
Ballast.  answer  this  purpose.  But, 

if  there  are  no  heavy  goods 
in  the  cargo  that  can  lx-  stowed  away  in 
the  hold  at  the  bottom  of  the  ship,  then 
some  heavy  freight  must  lx'  secured,  even 
if  it  must  be  hauled  for  nothing.  And,  if 
no  heavy  freight  can  be  had,  then  stone  or 
some  other  heavy  material  must  lx  bought 
and  carried  without  jnqnev  pay.  The  ship 
must  have  ballast  whether  it  costs  money 
or  brings  money.  Frequently  New  Orleans 
merchants  get  large  quantities  of]  nails, 
salt  and  other  heavy  articles  from  New 
York  without  paying  freight,  been  use  ves- 
sels must  have  ballast,  and  they  would 
rather  haul  some  merchants  freight  free 
than  to  buy  stone  tor  ballast.. 

Men  are  like  ships  ; tlwiy  must  have  bal- 
last, in  order  to  sure  success.  Judgment  is 
to  human  life  what  bnllast  is  to  the  ship. 
A top  heavy  ship  might  make  a voyage 
with  perfect  safety  to]  all  ; but,  if  it  did,  it 
would  only  be  because  there  were  no  ob- 
stacles. Some  men  almost  devoid  of  rea- 
son or  judgment  are  regarded  successes  in 
life.  But  where  one  of  this  kind  is  a suc- 
cess, ninety-nine  are  failures.  Accidental 
successes  are  good,  but  too  far  lfetween 
and  altogether  too  uncertain. 

Steam  is  an  essential  thing  to  a steam- 
boat, but  sometimes  ballast  is  iij  much 
greater  demand  than  steam.  Energy  and 
hustle  are  essential  to  a successful  career, 
but  times  do  come  wherj  the  most  profita- 
ble thing  to  do  is  to  sit  ptill  and  bring  the 
judgment  to  liear  on  tire  situation.  This 
is  true  in  any  relation  of  life.  Let  us  apply 
it  to  the  public  speaker  rtnd  writer.  These 
need  steam,  but  they  also  need  ballast. 
There  are  many  things;  said,  which  were 
better  unsaid  ; many  tnifigs  written,  which 
we.-e  better  unwritten.
